The cuard detail included 
about 70 FM wearing blue epaulets. The motor transport section consisted of 
eight Soviets anc three civilian employees, There were 15 motor vehicles, 
most ol then trucks of various: types. the fire cepartment was cormosed of 


‘one o°ficer and 30 HM. The are of the officers ranjred between 28 and 35 


years. It was learned from conversations that they. were all professional 


olficers, formerly flying personnel, who were now incapable of flying because 
' of sickness or wounds suffered in action. Several officers were badly 


wounced. The officers of the staff were between ]0 and SO years of are, and 
also professional soldie:s. As far as could be determined, there were oll] 
Ukrain‘ans, The i, exclusively trained soldiers and Ukrainians, were 13 to 


26 years old. No recruits were trained at the depot. Several young officers 
were transferred back to the U.S.S.R. on¢ were renlaced by older of ficers,
